‘Car for sale’ 
robbery gang 
strikes again

TWO men have been robbed of 
several thousand pounds after 
going to buy a car advertised 
online - in what is the second 
robbery of its kind in ten days. 

The victims had travelled to 
Luton from London on Thursday 
night to view a BMW 320 they 
had spotted advertised on a 
website. 

They had agreed to meet the 
‘seller’ in Lawn Gardens, Luton 
at around 8.25pm. 

But when the buyers arrived in 
their Lexus car they were 
approached by three men who 
opened the door and threatened 
them with what appeared to be a 
handgun. 

The would-be buyers handed 
over a large amount of money 
which they had intended to use 
to purchase the car. 

After taking the money the 
robbers then fled along a nearby 
alleyway. 

Bedfordshire Police have said 
they are linking the robbery to a 
similar incident which hap¬ 
pened in Crescent Rise on June 
17. 


On that occasion, three men 
had travelled to the town from 
High Wycombe on June 17 to 
view a BMW 320 they had also 
seen online. 

On arrival they were robbed at 
gunpoint of a large sum of 
money by two men. 

Police have said the criminals 
in Thursday’s robbery were 
black males who were wearing 
dark jackets with hoods pulled 
up and their faces covered with 
scarves. 

One of the them had a beard 
while the armed offender was 
described as being in his late 
20s, lighter colour skin than the 
other offenders and around 5ft 
6ins tall. 

The men in the earlier Crescent 
Rise robbery are also described 
as being black. 

The first suspect - who was 
armed - was a black male, said 
to be between 25 and 35-years- 
old, around 5ft feet 7ins tall, 
slim build and with a receding 
hairline. 

He wore a dark-coloured hood¬ 
ed top - possibly purple - with 
dark blue jeans. 

The second suspect was in his 
mid-30s, around 6ft tall, of large 


build and also with receding 
hair. 

Detective Constable Thomas 
Hamm, who is investigating 
both robberies, said the police 
are keen to hear from anyone 
who may have witnessed either 
of the incidents. 

He also warned people buying 
high value goods online to be 
wary. 

He said: We are now dealing 
with two robberies where the 
offenders have used Gumtree to 
advertise a car that is suppos¬ 
edly for sale in an attempt to lure 
victims to Luton where they are 
then robbed. 

“These have been terrifying 
ordeals for the victims who do 
not know the area and genuinely 
thought that they were simply 
buying a car. 

“Instead they were threatened 
with firearms and thought that 
they would be seriously harmed 
if they did not hand over the 
cash that they were carrying. 

“I would urge anyone who may 
have witnessed either of these 
robberies or knows who has 
been committing these offences 
to get in touch as quickly as 
possible.”

New police crackdown 
planned in High Town

AN application to use a six- 
month dispersal order to crack¬ 
down on anti-social behaviour 
in High Town has been made by 
Bedfordshire Police. 

The request is set to be dis¬ 
cussed at a Luton council meet¬ 
ing tomorrow night. If accepted 
officers will be given the power 
to break up large groups of peo¬ 
ple and move them on, as well 
sending individuals under-16 
home between 9pm-6am. 

The application follows a peti¬ 
tion with 2,000 signatures sub¬ 
mitted by High Town residents 
earlier this year. They had 
expressed a vote of no confidence 
in how councillors in their ward 
were tackling kerb-crawling. 

A report due to be presented 
tomorrow noted that 610 inci¬ 


dents of anti-social behaviour 
had been recorded between 
March 1, 2012-May 13, 2013. 

It also said the situation was 
causing residents to feel ‘intimi¬ 
dated’ and ‘scared’, with some 
‘losing sleep’ and unable to use 
public spaces. 

Shazad Khadam, a shop owner 
in High Town who has been cam¬ 
paigning against kerb-crawling, 
said he welcomed the applica¬ 
tion but felt that ‘zero tolerance’ 
was the solution. 

He said: “They need to take a 
zero tolerance approach and I 
understand they have to do cer¬ 
tain things at certain times but 
it’s been going on for too long. 

“They need to maintain the 
pressure so that these people 
know that if they break the law 
they will be dealt with. 

He added: “The people of High 
Town want to be able to sleep at 


night and not worry that their 
kids are going to be hassled or 
see certain things. 

“We want them to sympathise 
with us and not the criminals. 

“Our main concern is that we 
have been forgotten for a long 
time.” 

Councillor Naseem Ayub said 
the authority was doing ‘abso¬ 
lutely everything’ in its power to 
deal with the problem. 

She added: “We are fully aware 
of the issues and have complete 
and total sympathy for residents 
who are suffering at the moment. 

“What they are having to put up 
with at the moment is unaccep¬ 
table. The crime of kerb crawling 
and paying for sex is, of course, 
primarily an issue for the police 
but it is a very complex issue 
requiring a committed partner¬ 
ship working over a period of 
time.”

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Police release CCTV

POLICE have released CCTV 
film which shows the 
horrific moments that a 
59-year-old man became 
the victim of a stabbing 
attack. 

The film was revealed as 
officers made an appeal for 
witnesses in Mersey Place, 
Luton, the scene of the attack 
which happened at 3.20pm 
on Wednesday, June 19. 

The video shows the vic¬ 
tim’s car stopping and the 
victim putting the hood up 
on the grey Saab convertible 
to change his tyre. 

Shortly after this the man is 
approached by two men who 
stab him several times to his 
buttocks and legs in quick 
succession.

Following the incident, the 
victim managed to get to the 
doctor’s surgery in Liverpool 
Street for help and was taken 
to the Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital where he under¬ 
went surgery. He is now at 
home recovering from his 
ordeal. 

On Wednesday, officers 


revisited the area in an effort 
to find key witnesses and 
gather further information. 

Investigating officer, 
Detective Sergeant Katie 
Dounias, said: “We have 
been speaking to passers-by 
in the hope that someone 
will remember seeing two 
men acting suspiciously in 
the area or the incident itself. 

“We are also still seeking 
information relating to a dog 
walker who spoke to the 
victim shortly after the 
incident. 

“This person is described as 
a white man with an unkempt 
appearance, possibly mixed 
race, and had a small light- 
coloured, possibly bull terri¬ 
er-type dog with him. 

“This man stood very close 
to the scene and spoke to the 
victim shortly after the 
assault.” 

Five people have been 
arrested by police. 

One person has been 
released without charge, and 
four have been released on 
bail pending further police 
enquiries.

Five from EEAST decide to resign 


PUBLIC pressure on the 
region’s ambulance 
service was at boiling 
point this week as a wave 
of resignations hit the 
struggling provider. 

The future of the East of 
England Ambulance 
Service (EEAST) is hanging 
in the balance after all five 
non-executive directors 
quit in just two days. 

It follows more than a 


week of tense talks in 
Westminster as MPs across 
the region called for the 
board representatives to 
step down in the face of 
not one but two damning 
reports about the trust’s 
failing performance. 

First to leave was 
Caroline Bailes whose 
departure was announced 
during a public meeting of 
the board held at Bedford 


Heights on Wednesday. 

She was shortly followed 
by Margaret Stockham on 
Thursday and Paul 
Remington, Anne Osborn, 
and Phil Barlow on Friday 
morning. 

A statement from the 
ambulance service said 
that the trust was ‘drawing 
a line in the sand’ follow¬ 
ing the resignation of all 
the remaining non-execu¬ 


tive directors. 

Dr Geoff Harris, who has 
only been chairman of the 
trust for around four 
weeks, said: “I thank the 
non-executive directors 
for their collective action. 

“We must maintain our 
focus on continuing to 
drive up the service to 
patients whilst I focus on 
putting a new Board in 
place.”

Company boss fined 
after death of boy

THE boss of KD Childs 
Stonework has been fined 
£7,500 after his company 
installed a fireplace which 
fell on and killed a child. 

Kristian Childs, 42, of 
Chestnut Avenue, Luton, was 
sentenced on Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing the death of Matthew 
Green in October 2008. 

The four-year-old boy was in 
the living room of his home in 
Coulthard Close, Towcester, 
when the 47kg mantel from 
the fireplace fell on him. 

He was airlifted to 
Northampton General 
Hospital but died from a chest 
injury. 

A subsequent investigation 
by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), which 
brought the prosecution, 
found that Childs had secured 
the mantel with small patches 
of mortar rather than 
mechanical fixings. 

After the incident, house¬ 
builder Persimmon Homes, 
who sub-contracted Childs,

found 21 fireplaces, of the 
1,600 his company installed, 
were ‘defective’. 

Childs was aware that two 
other fireplaces he had 
installed before the Green’s 
were found to be insecure. 

Mark Harris, in mitigation, 
said: “Mr Childs wishes to 
make it very clear that he sin¬ 
cerely regrets that this inci¬ 
dent occurred and that 
Matthew Green tragically 
died as a result of failings. 

“He offers his unreserved 


and sincere apologies to Mr 
and Mrs Green and to their 
family and friends.” 

Childs, 42, pleaded guilty to 
breaching Section 3(1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974 last April. 

Judge Rupert Mayo, at 
Northampton Crown Court, 
told Childs he must pay a fine 
of £7,500, costs of £2,500 and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

He said: “I make it perfectly 
clear that any fine cannot, 
and is not, a measure of the 
life of Matthew Green. 

“To anyone who knew him 
his life was perfectly beyond 
value. I have to have regard to 
this defendant’s available 
income.” 

Matthew’s mother, Gail 
Green, said: “Losing Matthew 
was devastating. We urge any¬ 
one involved with the instal¬ 
lation of fireplaces to learn 
from what happened to our 
precious son and take steps to 
ensure that they take the time 
and trouble to fit them 
properly. 

“If they don’t then Matthew’s 
death will have been in vain.”

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Chancellor’s cuts 
to impact council

LUTON council says that it 
will need to save an extra 
£2m in 2015/16, following 
decisions made in the 
Chancellor's spending review 
earlier this week. 

The authority has revealed 
that the extra cash will have 
to be found, following a 10 per 
cent reduction in the primary 
grants and share of business 
rates income, announced by 
George Osborne on 
Wednesday. 


The Chancellor has also pro¬ 
posed that the budget for 
councils’ school support ser¬ 
vices should be cut by £200m 
in the coming years, which 
would see Luton’s current 
grant drop by around 20 per 
cent. 

More positively, the review 
mentioned the possibility of 
pooling sums of money 
between the National Health 
Service and local government 
to deal with social care issues. 

However, it is not yet clear 
how these funds would be 
shared, and how much the 


authority could be in line to 
receive. 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “The 
reductions will add £2m to the 
savings needed for 2015/16 in 
our medium term plan. 

“We need much more detail 
on how the social care fund¬ 
ing will be allocated, and what 
outcomes will be expected 
from that funding, before we 
can assess the overall impact 
on Luton.”

But the question is: Who 
watches the watchdogs? 


M ANY of the institu¬ 
tions that underpin 
our democracy are 
failing. But, much 
more worryingly, the checks 
and balances that are sup¬ 
posed to hold these institu¬ 
tions to account are failing. 

The NHS is a patchwork 
quilt. Where it is good, it is very 
good but where it is bad it is 
awful. Yet the various agencies 
and management boards that 
are supposed to monitor the 
NHS and hold it to account are 
failing to do their job. 

The same applies to the 
police force. Whether it be 
Hillsborough or the Stephen 
Lawrence murder, or many 
other such examples, bad 
practice has been rife in parts 
of the force. Yet much of this 
has not been picked up and/or 
overlooked. 

I can remember being 
harassed by the police in the 
1980s for supporting such wild, 
fringe groups as the Anti- 
Apartheid movement. On the 
surface we were harassed and 
asked to move on whenever 
and wherever we were picket¬ 
ing or leafletting or whatever. 

The Thatcher Government of 
the time, the one that 
considered Mandela a terrorist 
and Pinochet a friend, brought 
in a new law to prevent more 
than ten people congregating 
in one place at one time, to 
hamper peaceful protest. 

It was also relatively common 
for plain clothes police officers 
to infiltrate our meetings, no 
doubt to ascertain our inten¬ 


tions to overthrow the state. 

It was considered par for the 
course, as the police had been 
politicised to be less the 
upholders of law and order but 
more the defenders of a slightly 
dodgy capitalist system. And it 
seems for some, the world has 
not moved on and Life on Mars 
is still the reality in some parts 
of the force. And there is no 
proper accountability. 

It has been suggested that in 
future any covert action, of the 
kind apparently taken against 
the family of Stephen 
Lawrence, should first gain 
court approval. 

That bastion of working 
people’s sense of justice will 
hardly ease our minds. In 
Parliament the expenses 
scandal is accepted, if at all, 
very grudgingly by most MPs. 

Still attempts are being made 
to circumvent the new rules, 
as though they hardly matter. 
And, of course, the press has 
not been immune. 

Parts of the press behaved 
very badly and broke stand¬ 
ards, rules, and laws. 

Yet the upholders and 
defenders of these standards 
and rules did little or nothing 
to prevent or expose these 
failings and crimes. 

So we have an inquiry, led by 


a judge, which, despite months 
of hearing, seems to be going 
nowhere. 

What is lacking in this socie¬ 
ty is the belief that when an 
organ of the state, or an insti¬ 
tution there to uphold democ¬ 
racy, fails, redress can be 
sought by the countless watch¬ 
dogs there to do just that. 

Part of the problem is that 
ordinary people were, in the 
main, removed from any such 
watchdogs, boards, commit¬ 
tees etc, to be replaced by 
professionals. 

Professionals have a different 
view: they are paid and are 
part of the system, not 
outside it. 

At a local level, people still 
come to us for help, and if we 
can we will support those 
treated badly and unjustly by 
the organs of the state. 

But that is not the whole 
solution, as people should 
expect, and receive, proper 
resolution to their complaints 
and should expect to be 
treated decently by those 
allegedly helping them. 

The only alternatives become 
protesting on the street and 
whistleblowers. 

If we have to uphold our 
rights in this way, what’s the 
point of democracy?

HOMELESS young people in 
the town could benefit from 
psychological therapy after a 
new project received more 
than £280,000 in funding. 

Mental Health for Homeless 
Youth, run in partnership 
with Luton Community 
Housing, Mary Seacole 
Housing Association, and 
Signposts will provide cogni¬ 
tive behavioural therapy to 
those who need it. 

The scheme was launched 


with the help of the University 
of Bedfordshire and works as 
a one-to-one treatment 
designed to improve mental 
health and wellbeing. 

It also aims to address prob¬ 
lems such as substance mis¬ 
use, anti-social behaviour 
and self-damaging attitudes. 

Last week, the two-year pro¬ 
ject was given the go-ahead 
after being selected as one of 
four programmes to be sup¬ 
ported by The Big Lottery 
Fund’s £1,091,350 South East 
Reaching Community plan. 

Dr Antigonos Sochos, a 


senior lecturer in develop¬ 
mental and mental health 
psychology at the university, 
designed the new service. 

He said he hoped the project 
would be expanded if it 
proved to be a success. 

He said: “This is a serious 
problem not only in Luton, 
but also in the national and 
international arenas. 

“If our research presents 
empirical evidence that the 
intervention works we may be 
able to receive further fund¬ 
ing and expand the whole 
service.”

VACANT shops and office 
units in Luton’s town centre 
will be transformed into 
affordable homes for families 
in need thanks to a £600k 
Government grant. 

The funding follows a suc¬ 
cessful joint bid to the Homes 
and Community Agency 
(HCA) from Omega Housing, 
Aldwyck Housing Association 
and Luton Borough Council.

UNFAIR DISMISSAL I DISCRIMINATION I UNAUTHORISED DEDUCTIONS 



Unfair Dismissal 

For a dismissal to be fair, it must be for one of five potentially fair reasons, the employer must follow a fair procedure, and 
the decision to dismiss must be within the range of reasonable responses open to an employer in the circumstances. 
If you consider that your dismissal was unfair and you have at least one or two years’ continuous service with your 
employer, you may have a claim for unfair dismissal. This claim must be brought within three months of the effective 
date of termination; this time limit will rarely be extended therefore, you should seek legal advice promptly. Please note 
that in some instances a dismissal can be automatically unfair irrespective of the employee not meeting the service 
requirement. 

Discrimination 

It is potentially unlawful to discriminate in relation to age, disability, gender reassignment, marriage or civil partnership, 
pregnancy or maternity, race, religion, or belief, sex or sexual orientation. Discrimination can take the form of direct 
discrimination, indirect discrimination, harassment, victimisation and instructing, causing, inducing and helping 
discrimination. Protection can extend beyond employees; for instance, job applicants are also protected. 

The legal principles behind discrimination law can be complicated therefore, if you feel that you are being discriminated 
against by your employer or someone else at work, you should seek legal advice as soon as possible. In the meantime, 
you are encouraged to keep a record of all the incidents which you perceive to amount to discrimination. 

Unauthorised Deductions 

It is unlawful for an employer to make a deduction from a worker’s wages unless the deduction is required or 
authorised by law or the worker’s contract; or the worker has given prior written consent to the deduction. This 
protection applies to all workers, i.e., not just employees and covers payments made to employers. 

If you suspect that you have not been paid money owing to you by your employer or you have been forced to make 
a payment to your employer and there is no good reason for this, you should seek advice immediately. A claim for 
unauthorised deductions must be brought within three months beginning with the date of payment of the wages from 
which the deduction/payment was made.

LEGENDARY New York Yankees 
catcher Yogi Berra was once 
quoted as saying: “Baseball is 
ninety percent mental and the 
other half is physical.” 

Although humorous, there is a 
truth in there which is the impor¬ 
tance of the psychological side of 
top level sport cannot be underes¬ 
timated. 

There are few greater advocates 
of that than former Luton Town 
striker Paul McVeigh. He is deter¬ 
mined to change the attitude in 
football towards sports psycholo¬ 
gy, and hopes his new book, ‘The 
Stupid Footballer is Dead’, will go 
some way towards doing that. 

The book, which comes out on 
Thursday, has met with positive 
reviews from national newspaper 
journalists such as Paddy Barclay, 
Henry Winter and Glenn Moore. 

While other books on the subject 
have been written from sports 
psychologists with a theoretical 
background, McVeigh’s account 
differs because he understands 
what it is like to apply those ideas 
when out on the pitch from his 
14-year career at club and interna¬ 
tional level. 

The 35-year-old’s ideas have 
found acceptance at former club 
Norwich City where him and his 
company, ThinkPRO, work with 
the Canaries youngsters who beat 
Chelsea in last season’s FA Youth 
Cup final. He believes the rest of 
football needs to show the same 
interest as well. 


“It’s not quite accurate to say 
football isn’t open to new ideas,” 
said McVeigh. “We’ve seen the 
way football has embraced sports 
science in areas like the pre¬ 
match warm-ups, which changed 
so much from when I first started 
to my last season. 

“In 2010 we were having ice 
baths after games as part of our 
recovery, but if you had asked me 
what that was when I was young¬ 
er, I wouldn’t have had a clue. 

“There is a lot more focus on 
what you eat, your preparation, 
your recovery and your fitness, 
but those are all things on the 
physical side. 

“Every club now has analysts 
looking at videos and picking 
apart every aspect of the game, 
but not the psychological side.” 

The psychological part of foot¬ 
ball is something McVeigh has 
had an interest in since 1995, 
when a family friend gave him a 
copy of the Tony Robbins book 
Awaken the Giant Within’ when 
he was a 17-year-old youth team 
player at Tottenham Hotspur. 

Although admitting he had 
never considered the mental 
aspect before then, McVeigh 
devoured the wisdom contained 
within those pages, using the 
structured approach suggested to 
set himself goals. Around the 
same time, professional golfers 
were becoming some of the first 
sportspeople to work with sports 
psychologists, but the young 
McVeigh had no-one at Spurs he 
could approach. 

He recalls how there were just 
two coaches and one physio look¬ 
ing after the apprentice 


Tottenham players, and having to 
make the two-hour drive from 
Enfield to Roehampton University, 
where club fitness coach Kunle 
Odetoyinbo recommended one of 
his former lecturers to McVeigh, 
every time he wanted to speak to 
someone. 

Despite being released by Spurs 
- The 5’6” player was told he was 
“too small” by manager George 
Graham - McVeigh went on to 
enjoy a successful career which 
took in two spells with Norwich, a 
loan at Burnley and two years 
with Luton, as well as 20 interna¬ 
tional appearances for Northern 
Ireland. 

That time at Kenilworth Road, 
from 2007 to 2009, coincided with 
one of the most turbulent periods 
in the Hatters’ history as the club 
were hit with a ten and then 30 
points deduction, as well as suf¬ 
fering a double-relegation. 

Few players go through what 
McVeigh and his team-mates did 
in an entire career, let alone such 
a relatively short space of time. 
But he is in no doubt he would 
have found it much harder to face 
those challenges had he not done 
so much psychological work ear¬ 
lier in his career. 

“I made the decision to only 
worry about the things I can con¬ 
trol,” said McVeigh. 

“You can worry about things like 
am I going to get paid? Will I be 
sold? Will the club go out of busi¬ 
ness? It can make you down and 
depressed, but you can’t control 
those things. 

“What I could control was how I 
trained, how I prepared and how I 
played, and lads were still turning 


up to training with a smile on 
their faces. You’ve still got to be 
professional and it’s amazing how 
a group of players can turn a bad 
situation into something to smile 
about.” 

McVeigh believes the together¬ 
ness forged in the squad during 
that period is a big factor in Luton 
winning the 2009 Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy, although a further 
personal blow was him being left 
out of the team for the final. 

His career ended on a high, help¬ 
ing Norwich win the League One 
title in 2010. 

McVeigh is now giving today’s 
fledgling professionals the oppor¬ 
tunities he did not have to tap into 
sports psychology. 

But while football has moved on 
in many regards, he is disappoint¬ 
ed to see how slow it has been to 
accept the role of mental prepara¬ 
tion in the way sports such as golf 
and cycling have. 

“It is a challenge to go and 
change the culture,” said McVeigh. 
“Players have this culture where 
you don’t go and do anything 
extra because you don’t want to 
appear to be like the classroom 
pet. 

“Unfortunately, if you do the 
bare minimum then you end up 
getting released and that’s a trap 
players can fall into. You have to 
do more than is asked of you if you 
want to achieve anything. 

“Other sports have this culture 
of excellence and peak perfor¬ 
mance. You only have to look at 
cycling for the progress they have 
made. It is imperative football 
changes because it is such big 
business now.”

HATTERS boss John Still is close to add¬ 
ing another player to his ranks as he 
prepares for his first full season in the 
Luton Town hot-seat. 

Still has already overseen much busi¬ 
ness this summer but another new arriv¬ 
al is close as he plots promotion to the 
Football League. 

“Sooner rather than later we hope to 
have another player in,” said Still. 

“He’s one who can help us, so hopefully 
it’ll be in the next week or so.” 

Danny Fitzsimons, Jim Stevenson, 
Shaun Whalley, Andrew Parry, Elliot 
Justham, Mark Cullen and Anthony 
Charles have been the signings Still has 
made so far, and he is happy with the 
blend of players he has brought into the 
club. 

“We were going for a mix of youth and 
experience,” he said. 

“I’m very happy with what we’ve got 
and we didn’t really miss out on any play¬ 
ers we wanted either.” 

The Luton squad are due to return for 
pre-season training on Monday and Still 
added that this could be the time when 


players start to depart the club as well. 

Striker Scott Rendell, keeper Dean Brill, 
midfielder Arnaud Mendy and defenders 
Lathaniel Rowe-Turner and Simon Ainge 
have all been told that they are surplus to 
requirements following Still’s arrival at 
the club in place of Paul Buckle, with 
some of those expected to depart shortly. 

“When pre-season training starts is 
usually when you start to see a bit of 
movement,” said Still. 

“So I would expect some movement on 
that in the next couple of weeks.” 

Still has been spending some time in 
Portugal on holiday but is confident his 
players will return to pre-season duties 
in decent shape. 

The boss also said that he is not over¬ 
awed about being at the helm of a club 
with Luton’s expectations. 

More than 4,000 season tickets have 
been sold at Kenilworth Road already - a 
superb achievement for the Blue Square 
Bet Premier which only serves to high¬ 
light how big a club Luton are for the fifth 
tier of English football. 

“I don’t go with pressure really,” said 
Still. 

“Luton is a good club and there’s a good 
fabric, and we’re passionate about pro¬ 
motion. 

“If you’re Manchester United, you don’t 
want to have the mindset that you’ll get 


beat every single week. 

“It’s important to have expectations, for 
myself, the players, and for the support¬ 
ers as well.” 

Meanwhile, the Hatters U18 squad have 
already returned to training and big 
things are expected of the young crop of 
players. 

“We’re expecting to finish in the top 
two of the Youth Alliance - third at abso¬ 
lute worst,” said manager Paul Driver. 
“We’ve outlined to the players the tar¬ 
gets. We certainly want to reach the third 
round of the FA Youth Cup and the knock¬ 
out stages of the League Cup. 

“The second year scholars all have bags 
of experience. Almost all of them have 
played for the development squad. 

“It’s a stronger squad this year and, on 
paper, it’s the strongest squad I’ve ever 
had. 

“With the strength we have this year it 
should allow us to win it, or be right up 
there. 

“It’s a lot different from last year. We 
now have the strength in the depth and a 
number of the first years who were under- 
16s last year have already had experience 
of under-18s football. 

“Last season I would have taken a top 
seven finish. If you had offered me a top 
three finish this time last year I would 
have bitten your hand off.”
